You are sup­ 
posed to brighten the headlights, on your own 
car, ’ until you can see hire. 
Many o th e rw ise 
competent drivers are so sensitive to glare that 
they are unsafe on the highway at night 
( ‘ther tests for vision are tor depth percep­ 
tion. important in fudging the distance away of 
objects you are approaching; movement sensi­ 
tivity. which enables you to tell vvhether you 
can perceive moving objects as readily as the 
average person; and “ tunnel vision.“ 
This 
latter is for persons who have “ single-track 
eyes." who see badly or 
not 
at all “ out of the 
corner of their eyes." 


Funnel vision is undoubtedly responsible for 
many sideswipmgs and intersection collisions. 
! he driver at fault may be cursed 
as a road- 
hog by his victim, but it may be nothing more 


culpable than a sight defect he did not even 
know about. 


Hearing, similarly, is important, 
ince not to 
hear a warning signal from a passing car. or a 
locomotive whistle, might be disastrous. 
So a 
test for hearing is mciuded. 


IN A L L Y there are the "general" tests— the

I hese tests put you in charge of a car’s con­ 
trols, and shoot at vou a flow ing -ibbou ol road, 
with all kinds ol mixed traffic-— cars, busses, 
trucks, pedestrians; road-hogs, timivf souls, your 
own car "acting up. ' and all the other difficul­ 
ties you are likely to encounter on the *oad. 
You run into more traffic troubles m three min­ 
utes in this test than you are going to meet in 
a year of normal driving. 
If you can pass this 
test, you are fairly vale to trust on the road. 
1 he tests, when finally completed, will even 
follow you into tralhc, however. 
Dr. De Silva 
has a set of recording devices designed for ap­ 
plication to an actual running car, which will 
provide a story ol the driver s physical and 
psychological states and reactions 
n the real 
traffic of the streets. 


Dr. De Silva’s tests have already been tried 
out on 10.000 person* — drivers of ordinary 
cars, bus and truck drivers, young and old, men 
and women. 
Some of his subjects have ar­ 
ranged to come back at intervals for re-testing, 
to guage their improvement—-if any. 


i he de vices used in tire tests can also be used 
as training mechanisms for persons learning how 
to drive cars, rust as similar contrivances are 
used in aviation schools before a candidate is 
pci nutted to take a flight. 
It may be that fu­ 
ture motor rules will not permit a man or woman 


to drive a car on the road until he has proved 
his ability on scientific apparatus in the labora­ 
tory which will measure arid not merely guess 
at his degree of driving skill.

taken out for a test run in traffic, made tr 
park his cat and unpaik it. asked tome 
questions out of a book. 
And that is sup 
posed to quality him. 
(In practice, appli 
cants are not often disqualified. ) 


But that sort of test is merest rule-of 


thumb. 
It a good mechanic should jusi 
look at a cat, listen to its engine, twist the 
wheel and fiddle with the brakes, and say 
“ She s all right," oi it an engmeei should 
walk down a stretch of highway and ren­ 
der his report from appearances only, that 
would be about the equivalent of the kind ol 
tests would be drivers get today.
